The 
exciting 
experiences of 
two 
m issionaries who a couple of m onths 
ago w ere prisoners In the hands of the 
W hite W o lf and bis 1,000 brigands 
In northern Huptih, China, have Just 
been describe«! in Peking by the Rev, 
S. Fauske, a Norw egian and mem­ 
ber of the Lutheran B rethren mission 
He and his A m erican companion/ the 
Rev. George Holm, »offered great pri­ 
vation and often w ere exposed to ex­ 
trem e danger. 
For days they were 
»e par a ted from their fam ilies, w ith no 
know ledge of the safety of their wives 
and children and suffering the pangs 
of hunger and thirst, and as they lay 
In hiding w ithin a few feet of a group 
of bandits they heard their death plan 
ned iu case they were found. 
"The robbers broke into our mission 
ompound early on the morning of 
Sept. 26,” said the Rev. Mr. Fauske 
“They were dressed in silks and sa t­ 
ins and had silk girdles hanging al­ 
most to the ground. 
Each carried a 
rifle and revolver. 
About five or six 
ui«-n pointed their rifles at myself and 
Mr Holm and dem anded silver money. 
r>ur other valuables and that we give 
them our guns or revolvers. 
Mr. Holm 
hud no w eapons, and 1 had only one 
revolver, which 1 gave up. 
“Then they took Mr. Holm captive 
and w ent aw ay w ith him. 
Later fif­ 
teen or tw enty more bandits appear­ 
ed, dem anding silver and. because we 
did not have any. took me prisoner. 
“On th*> 27th the robbers allowed me 
to go back to the mission station to se­ 
cure food for my w ife and children, 
but upon arrival I could find no trace 
oi my family. 
I did. however, meet 
Holm, who also had secured perm is­ 
sion to look aft«*r his family. 
“E verything iu the mission had been 
destroyed, and all food, clothing and 
m ovables had been stolen. 
“Mr 
Holm and 
1 
went into the 
str«‘«‘ts to try to find our families, but 
our search w as fruitless. 
Hid Under Pile of Straw. 
At this tim e the Chinese troops, 
which had arrived afT sao y an g , sta rt 
ed to attack the robbers by firing from 
outside th e city wulls. The shots w his­ 
tled 
through 
the 
streets 
in 
which 
jve were, spattering up against the 
buildings. 
T his alarm ed the robbers, 
who started for another part of the 
city. 
VVe took advantage of the oppor 
tunlty to m ake our t*scape and fled to 
an old vacant Chinese house. 
“W e ran into a side room and hid 
ourselves in a pile of old w heat straw 
No sooner were we concealed than the 
robbers caine and began their search 
for us. 
They pulled the straw about. 
Jum ped on top of it and ran their 
bayon«»ts through it tim e and again. 
"F or days and nights we were W ith­ 
out w ater and food. 
We hardly slept 
for eleven days and nights, for the 
robbers w ere all th a t time in the sam e 
house, most of the tlme*-in an adjoin 
Ing room. 
“They w ere sm oking opium, and we 
frequently heard them say th at w hen 
they caught us they would kill us. 
The only tim e we could move a m us­ 
cle w as when a pig moved about, 
rustling the straw in which we w en; 
hidden, or when the rats scam pered 
through i t 
We w ere alm ost choked 
w ith the dust in the straw and suffer 
ed from the burning in our throats, 
noses and eyes. I chew ed on my hand­ 
kerchief for half a day in an attem pt 
to m oisten my mouth. 
Risked Life to Slak« Thirst. 
“W hen I could stand it no longer 1 
craw led out of the Btraw In the night 
and groped about until 1 found a boot 
* cupful of w ater, which I drank with 
eagerness. 
It was dirty water left in 
a washtub, but it revived me. 
“T h at m orning the ow ner of the 
house, a Mr. W ang, who was treated 
as a slave by the robbers, cam e in to 
hide clothing in the straw w here we 
w ere concealed. 
We spoke to him, 
and he w as startled at finding us th e re 
He prom ised not to tell w here we w ere 
and gave us w ater to drink and som e 
cold rice to eat. 
Each day afte r th at 
w e got from bim a little rice and w a­ 
ter. enough to keep us alive. 
"T he last day but one thnt we w ere 
In th e straw W ang found out and told 
ns th at our fam ilies w ere in the ya- 
m en w here the robbers had m ade their 
headquarters. 
"P rofessor C hristian Stokstad and 
Dr. Johnson cam e to Tsaoyang on Oct. 
B, and on order of Vice President IJ 
Yuan 
H eng took 
command of the 
Iroops. 
If they had not arrived the 
city would have been burned and we 
al! would have perished. 
"T he nights of Oct. 4. 5 and 6 the 
robbers tried to osoep«» from th e city 
and pass the troops, but w ere driven 
back. 
Oct. 7 tbev m anaged to get by 
th e N angyangfn troops. 
"A bout 400 of the robbers w ere killed 
in Tsaoyang, 
They m urdered no less 
than 2.000 joeople in the city. 
“W e left the next day for Fancheng 
with an escort of troops and rejoined 
our fam ilies.”
